D ET R O IT — (N E A )— The auto­ 
mobile industry is seeking new 
brakes for its horsepower race. 
This does not mean less power­ 
ful engines. It s a vast research 
program to get new and improved 


brakes for safe control of all the 
new power. 


Next year will probably find the 
biggest jump yet in horsepower, 
to challenge the bmke developers 
as never before. 
The power lump will come from 
the widespread offering of fuel-in- 


jection engines as optional equip­ 
ment. Fuel injection means shoot­ 
ing liquid gas directly into the 
piston chamber, shortcut ting the 
conventional carburetor system of 
first vaporing the fuel. 


This reporter has just driven an 
experimental Pontiac with a fuel- 


lnjection system, 
planned to be 
offered to the public next year. 
It s like being behind the wheel 
of a souped-up sports car. The ac­ 
celeration, from any speed, is as­ 
tonishing.

It ’* fbi* startling boost in en­ 
gine performance which the new 
fuel-injeetion systems and other 
improvements will offer next year 
that now has the brake research­ 
ers working overtime. 
During the past lo years aftmost 
everyone in the car design busi­ 
ness has been working at odds 
with the brake boys. 
Oars have, been built heavier, 
making them balder to stop. Au­ 
tomatic transmissions have elimi­ 
nated the braiding effect of en­ 
gines. 
Styling

wheels and made them smaller, 
increasing the vital heat dissipa­ 
tion problems. 


New’ reads have increased the 
average highway speed, putting a 
greater strain on brakes. Conges­ 
ted city traffic has also put an 
added burden on brake systems.

T~p until now The. brake experts 
I have kept pace by improving the 
j basic components of the conven­ 
tional drum system. This involves 
J the principle of applying friction 
j to the inside rim of the eake-tin- 
I shaped drum. 


The metal parts of the brake 
assembly 
have 
been 
constantly 
improved to take greater heat and 
wear. Brake systems have been 
stabilized so that stopping does 
not pull a car to one side. Brake 
linings have also been improved 
to take greater wear and heat. 


Ko-called power brakes are not 
considered 
a 
fundamental

provement. Actually, power brakes 
only make it easier for the driver 
to push the pedol down. They do 
not 
add 
any 
inherent

Today, however, brake research 
is taxing

ing high-powered cars under con­ 
trol.

The frill ion 
between tire and 
road has always been the basic 
limiting factor in brake develop­ 
ment. 
When 
a brake 
locks 
a 
wheel, 
the 
maximum 
action 
it 
can take in stopping a car quick­ 
ly, only the friction of the skid­ 
ding tire is left to bring the ve­ 
hicle to n halt. 


Now this problem has been suc­ 
cessfully attacked by the rene­ 
ged 
Corp. 
of Marshfield, Wis.. 
with the help of the University of 
Wisconsin. It's a method of intro­ 
ducing special steel coils in the 
tread without adding driving noise 
but providing emergency traction 
and non-skid properties. 


During normal driving the steel 
ends 
remain 
embedded 
in 
the 
tire. But when the brake is sud­ 
denly applied, the tire tends to 
flatten on the road, and the steel 
emerges like a cut’s claws. Good­ 
year is rushing experiments with 
this tread and is already produc­ 
ing some tires with it on a lim ­ 
ited basis.

The Do cto r Sa ys:

It is more fun to write about w arts than any 
other medical subject. They do not constitute a 
threat to life, but are ex trem ely common and sur­ 
rounded by an aura of m y stery which m akes them 
as interesting as a detectiv e story . 
Warts are p robably caused by a v irus which is a 
-tiny organism- too small to see un derJiie ordinary 
microscop e. They are p robably sp read—a t least som e­ 
tim e s—from one p art of the anatom y to another 
and p ossibly are mildly contagious. 


On the latter subject, for ex amp le, an outbreak 
of w arts was rep orted among 58 girls in an orp han­ 
age. About a fourth of them dev elop ed w arts ov er 
an 18 -month p eriod. Most acquired the w arts after 
going to liv e in the orp hanage. 
The m ost p uzzling and intriguing feature of 
warts, howev er, relates to their cure. Most, if not 
all medical methods of treatm ent, such as the in­ 
jection of bismuth, the injection of a local anesthetic, 
X-ray s or a diatherm y needle all generally bring 
about disap p earance of the warts. Why they do is 
unknown. 
Howev er, rep orts in medical journals, as well 
as elsewhere, indicate w arts can be made to dis­ 
ap p ear by “ charm ing” them away . 
There are any num ber of wrav s by which this can 
be done ap p arently , including the method emp loy ed 
by Huckleberry Finn, 
Among these methods are immersion of the in* 


fected p art in skunk water, or the bury ing half a 
bean with a dash of w?art blood on it by the dark 
of the moon at a crossroad. This ap p ears to be a 
Mississip p i method. In England, the bury ing is sup ­ 
p osed to take p lace in the full moonlight. 


Another method of charm ing w arts is to transfer 
them to some other p erson, an animal or an in­ 
anim ate object. This m ay be a lump of raw beef 
steak buried under a full moon, a small stone or 
such liv ing beings as a slug or a toad 


I p resume that w arts m ay be successfully dis­ 
p osed of by wishing them onto an enemy , though I 
rannot guarantee this method. It is said, howev er, 
that a wart m ay disap p ear after being bought and 
p aid for by a friend, who then p resumably dev elop s 
a w art himself. To do this one would need some 
p retty good friends. 


This sounds like silly talk, indeed, and I hav e 
no good ex p lanation. Furtherm ore, it is hard to un­ 
derstand how* a disorder p robably caused by a v irus 
could p ossibly resp ond to charming. 


Nev ertheless, 
distinguished 
medical 
men 
who 
would be ex p ected to be ex tremely dubious of such 
treatm ents hav e on many occasions corroborated 
the fact that w*arts often disap p ear following sug­ 
gestion or hy p notic methods. 
Personally . I do not doubt that this hap p ens, but 
wish I knew why .
